Prom Dublin comes news that 
amoBC tba nawar asMetatloaa aUaiac 

at the davalopment ot a naw Iralai^d 

with brig'hter conditions and better 
administration, none is more active 
than the I'nlted Irishwomen. This is 
the women's side of the great nation- 
al n)ovemeiit lh:it is" anininiing tlic 
nati(ui to-day The title recalls some- 
what aad memories of the revolution- 
ary days of Kminei, Tone and Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald, wben Irish wo- 
men did not hoaltata to aboolder a 
pike and march to the hillsides in 
defense of their fatherland. The new 
movement is of a tamer character, 
although its organizers make no se- 
cret of their determination to repeat 
the actions of thpir sisters of the 
'Ninety-eight" period fJbould Kng"- 
lang refuse to remove the grievance 
for which Ireland clamora. 

The Immediate object of the "UnitT 
ed Irlshwomoa" la, however, to get 
together a anbatanttal volume of oplno 
Ion that win be representative of tbe 
whole of the leading women of Ire- 
laud. Independent of creed or class, 
with a view in focnsiuc attention on 
the need for better boualng accom- 
modation and tha brightening of ru- 
ral life. 

Although these United Irishwomen 
have not yet had time to make much 
itir In the country, there are Indlca- 
lions that the movement will become 
quite as popular aft the I.adles' lyand 
I.«ague, which had In Its day .the 
guiding Influence of Charles Strwart 
Parnell's sister, who died onlv re 
cenlly. It Is slgnlflcent that, like the 
United Irishmen Hi new women's 
movement had it* oi igin In Ulster, 
rnd|haB already In Its ranks a lerge

before taken any activt part In the 

political life of the country. This Is 
regarded as the most encouraging 
'e ture of the organisation, because 
It la fell th.it ninny of these women 
will have a far-reaching Influence on 
their masculine neighbors who have 
hitherto been uncompromisingly hos- 
t lie to anything In the ahape ot a 
home rule Parliament In Dublin.

exi>ects to see these women carrying 
a pike or shouldering a blunderhnss 
should home rule fall to materialize.

,)np of those In his employ be 
should step in. not In person, for he 

nuld not ■tee Iheui all. but by bis 
appointed "-eprcsentative. and let the 
■nni|iany carry Its sympathy into 
the heart of that family and make 
them feel that they are not alone In 
the world and not mere working 
machines to wring the last drop of 
sweat from and the last particle of 
energy out of their bod\ . That Is 
my Idea of the proper relation. 1 am 
haiip.* to feel that there Is one in- 
stitution where for the present that 
Idea Is being carried out as far as 
possible under the circumstances. I 
am glad to be able to congratulate 
.vou. gentlemen, on your relations 
with your employer. I am glad also 
to congratulate your Prealdent, and 
I am happy to have made his ac- 
quaintance this evening."
